Healthy ooffee trees produce In the
axilla of ench loaf from tweive to sixtecn
buds, which in fowering have an ex-
gulsite perfume. These [lowers become
dark and wither and fall off In two or
three days, leaving groups of sesds on
the amall stema. Thess In turn grow Into
the coffea berries which closely resems-

taina two seeds, growing face to face,
and theme are the coffes beana of com-
merce. '

Tha plant flourishes pest In well-watered
regions. in a subtropical climate at an
elevation of 1.500 to L0X feet, and In a
rieh soll. ALl these elements are found to
perfection In Brasll, especially in the four
stales of Eao Paulo, Rio de Janelro,
Espirito Banto and Minaa Gerasa, whose
combined areas cover about one«elghth of
the wvast domain of the republle. Thia
section produces about four-fifths of the
world's supply of colfee.

The practice of coffee drinking en.
countered for a long time the opposition
of msoversigns and strait-lnced wmoclety.
partly on political, partly on religious
grounds, but In spite of that It made ita
way slowly across tha old world from
Arabia, through Asia Minor., northern
Afriea and Turkey. The firet coffes
house was opened in London In 1862, and
about the same time Parls took up the
hahit. The firat coffee grown.in Europe
was the result of experiments by French
and Duteh botanists, The Duteh Intro-
duced It Into Java, while the French
brought it into the West Indies. A Portu-

Differences of the
Rebel Chiefs Won't
Interfere with War

TORREON, Mexico, Juns 15.—"Nothing
han happoned between CGensral Carransa
and mynolf that will in any way Interfora
with the military program,” declared
General Villa when ansked today regard-
Ing the rumors that there was friction
between him and General Carransa, the
constitutionalist commander-in-chlef.

“I am a soldier and my whole lifa's
devotlon Is to fight for my country,” sald
the northern divislon commander. I
shall always lead my troops whera Lhe
enemy of my country la L0 be encouns
terod."”

Questioned as to the Intimation that
he had falled to rush troopa to the ald of
Guneral Natera al Zacatecas, Genersl
Villa sula:

““I'he truth of the matier Is that they
wanted me to have troops thers in two
days, when It Is barely poasible to get
them there in five. The condition of the
rallrond is such that a belter perform-
ance will ba Imponaible,™

General Villa was adverse to discussing
the results of Cdenernl Natera's attack
on Zacatecas,

“I am now mobllizing my troops and
in a faw days will present them in per-
ton o the fedorals,” sald General Villa.
“All of the troops are wall aupplied with
ammunition. Every cartridge belt s
full and I have about 4000000 rounds in
regorve. My artillery at present con-
siata of ffty-one pleces, all of them In
the best conditlon, and there are 11,600
shellsa for them.'

The foree which General Villa will use
In his campaign against Zaocatecas, to-
ward which his forces are now moving,
Will have a strength of nearly 20,000 men,
it was sstimated by leaders here. This
will be exclusive of & large Infantry fores
of about 1800 which Gaeneral Villa an-
nounced he was mbout to ralse,

Being Restored in
Italian Provinces

ROME, June 16 -With the ocoupation
of the disaffected provinces by the mil-
tary forces, order Is rapidly being re~
stored and It Is expected that within a
day or two the district of Romagne, com~
prising the provinces of Bologne, Fer-
rara, Ravenna and Forll, will have re-
sumed norinal eonditions.

In the Lumo district, however, disturb.
ances ara still In progress, owing to the
non-arrival of troops and st Ancona
there are stlll signas of discontent, as
th anarchist propaganda is still being
onrried on

The general strike has come o an end
And Lhe strike of the raffway men, which
included only = small number of the
employes, hina been called off, with ths
result that the workmen sre returning
to thelr tasks Hallroad, (elegraph and
telephone lines wre hurriedly belng re-
paired  Ravenna and Pimial heve again
been connected by telograph. These lines
are nuw guarded by troops. The rall-
way ling between theas two points has
been rentored by the use of s mililary
tratn with sharpahoctera,

Admiral Cagnl, who was In command
of the Italian blue jackets on thaelr first
landing at Tripoll, nas undsr his direc-
Uon the guelling of disorders at An-
cona. A detachment of blue jackets
frum his division has reinforced the gar-
rinon thera.
